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First of all, congratulations on your baptism. At first I thought that once 
you've seen one baptism, you've seen them all. I mean every single time a person 
goes under the water, and comes up again, and that's it. But I've noticed that 
every single baptismal service there's something that makes it unique. It can be 
a video they show during the baptismal service. A talk that's given. Maybe you 
even feel something in the atmosphere. Or something funny happens. There's 
always something that makes a baptismal service unique. So congratulations 
again. 

I was asked to talk about the Holy Ghost, and so I'll do that. Next week, you 
will receive the Holy Ghost, also known as the baptism by fire. And it doesn't 
have anything to do with fire, you don't even get wet! All you do is sit in the 
chapel, and a priest will lay his hands on you and give you something similar 
to a blessing. But what is the Holy Ghost? The Holy Ghost is multiple things, 
and I will talk about these aspects. First of all, the Holy Ghost is known as 
the Confirmer. When the missionaries teach you the lessons they will ask you if 
you will read the Book of Mormon, and if you will pray about it and see if it is 
true. And they say that if you do, the Holy Ghost will give you a sign that it is 
true. And this goes for the bible as well! So I want to read a scripture: (Book 
of Mormon - Moroni 10:3-5) 

3 Behold, I would exhort you that when ye shall read these things, if it 
he wisdom in God that ye should read them, that ye would remember 
how merciful the Lord hath been unto the children of men, from the 
creation of Adam even down until the time that ye shall receive these 

things, and ponder it in your hearts. 

4 And when ye shall receive these things, I would exhort you that ye 
would ask God, the Eternal Father, in the name of Christ, if these 
things are not true; and if ye shall ask with a sincere heart, with real 
intent, having faith in Christ, he will manifest the truth of it unto 
you, by the power of the Holy Ghost. 

5 And by the power of the Holy Ghost ye may know the truth of all 
things. 

So this says that if we pray about the Book of Mormon, we will receive an an- 
swer. And what I think is beautiful about this is that it is personal for everyone. 
Maybe you suddenly get a feeling in your body that makes you think the Book 
of mormon and the bible are true. Maybe you heard a little voice in the back 
of your head that said it is true. Or maybe someone talked to you and made 
you realize the truth of the Book of Mormon, the Bible, and God. Everyone 
experiences it in their own way, and I am sure you have experienced it too. 
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And I'd like to read in the bible, so you can see that it testifies of the Holy 
Ghost there too. (Bible - 1st Corinthians 12:3) 

Wherefore I give you to understand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: and that no man can say that 
Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

It is through the Holy Ghost that we receive confirmation of God, Christ, 
the Bible, and the Book of Mormon. 

The Holy Ghost is also known as the bringer of gifts, And everyone can 
experience the blessings that that brings. Whcither you had to do a speech, 
and you didn't know the words to say. But siiddenly something happened, and 
you just said it out loud. Or maybe you were in a fight with someone, and you 
got the insight on how to resolve it peacefully. So you could fix it, instead of 
walking away in anger. Or maybe you had a problem and you didn't know the 
solution, but after a night of sleep you suddenly knew, even though you did not 
study the problem that hard. Everyone can get these blessings, and I'm sure 
you have experienced them as well. And so I'd like to read a little bit about the 
various gifts. (Bible - 1st Corinthians 12:4-12) 

4.N0W there are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. 

5And there are differences of administrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of operations, but it is the same God which 

worketh all in all. 

7But the manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal. 

8For to one is given by the Spirit the word of wisdom; to another 
the word of knowledge by the same Spirit; 

9To another faith by the same Spirit; to another the gifts of healing 
by the same Spirit; 

lOTo another the working of miracles; to another prophecy; to an- 
other discerning of spirits; to another divers kinds of tongues; to 
another the interpretation of tongues: 

11 But all these worketh that one and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the mem- 
bers of that one body, being many, are one body: so also is Christ. 
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As it reads here, not everyone will receive the same gifts. And as it also 
says, you can receive multiple gifts throughout your life. And I'm sure you will 
continue to experience them as well, and that you will recognize the blessing 
they will be in your life. 

The Holy Ghost is also known as the Comforter. It won't always be fun 

times in the church. There will be moments where you are having a rough time, 
or where you you are facing troubles, obstacles, and trials. It is in those times 
that the Holy Ghost can be a comforter for us. As we can read here: (Bible - 
John 14:26) 

26 But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you. 

It says that it lets us remember all that we have been taught. It will make us 
remember why we are here and what we are here for. It will make us remember 
the sacrifice that Christ has made for us, and it will make us remember the fact 
that he suffered just as much as we did. And that he is always there for us. It 
is through this, that we can get the strength to continue living the faith. And 
it is through this, that our faith can strengthen and develop. 

Last but not least, how do we receive and keep the Holy Ghost? Like I said 
before, we receive the Holy Ghost by the laying on of hands by a priest. It 
must be a worthy priesthood holder, but of even more importance is your own 
worthiness. If you want to have the Holy Ghost, you must stay worthy. And so 
I leave with you the following words: (Bible - Judc 1:17-25) 

1 7 But, beloved, remember ye the words which were spoken before of 
the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ; 

18 How that they told you there should be mockers in the last time, 

who should walk after their own ungodly lusts. 

19 These be they who separate themselves, sensual, having not the 
Spirit. 

20 But ye, beloved, building up yourselves on your most holy faith, 

praying in the Holy Chost, 

21 Keep yourselves in the love of God, looking for the mercy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life. 

22 And of some have compassion, making a difference: 

23 And others save with fear, pulling them out of the fire; hating 

even the garment spotted by the flesh. 

24 Now unto him that is able to keep you from falling, and to present 
you faultless before the presence of his glory with exceeding joy, 

25 To the only wise God our Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion 
and power, both now and ever. Amen. 
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So live a worthy live, and stay strong in the faith, and you will receive the many 
blessings and forms of guidance that the holy ghost can bring you. 
In the name of Jesus Christ, Amen.
